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STRANGE BONE IS FOUND 





May Have Belonged to Prehis- 
toris Animal, Says Alton. 


Alton wise men are unable to tell 
whether the ugly looking bone picked 
up in a net thrown by H. D. Dudley at 
Skinny Island is a relic of some pre- 
historic animal or the skeleton of the 
plasa bird. The bone is on exhibition 
at 438 East second street. It appears 
to be the skull of some large animal, 
a segment of a backbone or the skele- 
ton of a bird. If it is a skull, it is 
without a lower jaw. The upper jaw 
is ten inches across, while the part re- 


sembling a forehead is eighteen inches 
wide. The eyeholes are large enough 
for a man to thrust his fist through 
and are set close together in the cen- 
ter of the face. Above tho eyes are 
socket joints which the finders think 
may have fastened movable horns on 
the creature.’ The large bones, each 
two feet long, extend over ‘the “skull” 
bone and down in the form of drop 


horns.

If Gn the tumult and shouting 
vesterday at the National Pro- 
gressive convention, Col Roosevelt had 
any. doubt that he was ef- 
fectively nominated for the presidency, 
he was reassured when a commit- 
tee of notification met him early today 
at his hotel. 

Thougththe Colonel had been ‘“‘inform- 
aily’’ notified when he went to the con- 
vention and delivered his speech of ac- 
ceptance, the delegates who had been se- 
leeted as a formal Committee of No- 
t:fication wished to carry out their part 
of the program today. 

Roosevelt was the center of a lively 
group in the center of the hotel lobby 
when the committee arrived. He, with 
Gov. Hiram Johnson of California, the 
,9minee for Vice-President, and Albert 
J.‘ Beveridge, the Progressive candidate 
for Governor of Indiana, and perman- 
cnt chairman of the convention, had just 
“ome from a photograph gallery, where 
they had pictures taken to be used in 
the campaign. 

Calls Friend “Old Wolf.” 

In one picture the presidential nomi- 
nee posed with a group of cowboys. 

While in the lobby of the hotel, Roose- 
velt saw an old friend in the crowd. 

“Come here, you old wolf,’’ the Colonel 
said, as he grasped his friend, Albert 
L.urton of Wyoming, by the hand 

Roosevelt and Gov. Johnson were then 
escorted to a room, where members of 
two notification committees, there be- 
ing one also for the Vice-President, filed 
in and shook hands. The ceremony was 
soon over, and then the nominees gath- 
e-ed with the members of the National 
Committee, which had assembled to 
complete its organization and make cam- 
paign plans. 

United States Senator Joseph M. Dix- 
on of Montana was selected as chair- 
man of the National Committee, and 0. 
K. Davis of Washington was made sec- 
retary. George W. Perkins and others 
have declared there will be no trouble 
in arranging for adequate financial sup- 
port in the campaign. 

Col. Roosevelt, who repeatedly ex- 
pressed his satisfaction at the outcome 
of the convention, will depart for New 
York at 2:30 o’clock this afternoon. He 
will rest at Oyster Bay until the begin- 
ning of the campaign, when he will tour 
all of the Western states and make 
speeches for the new cause, while Gov. 
Johnson is doing the same thing in the 
Eastern states. 

The Progressives began their active 
campaign plans vigorously and some of 
the state delegations did not wait until 
they had returned to their homes to be- 
gin the work of organization. The Wis- 
consin and other delegations met im- 
mediately after adjournment of the con- 
vention and selected a State chairman 
and State secretary and State Executive 
Committee. In several cases leaders tel- 
egraphed orders before departing from 
Chicago, for the beginning of active 
campaign work. 

Enthustasm Keeps Up. 

The svirit and enthusiasm generated 
during the last three days at the conven- 
tion hall were dominate in the meetings 
and conferences, and everywhere were 
heard expressions of confidence in the 
outivok for the new party.

The clouds which have threatened to 
eclipse the honeymoon of Clarence Voss, 
20 ars old, who married Margaret 
Redes, 35 years old, a divorcee, mother 
of a) girl of 19 who once jilted Voss, 
grew darker Thursday. 

A. F. Voss, the youth’s father, has 
been hunting the boy with a horsewhip 
and threatening to chastise him on 
sight. Clarence, or Harry, as he is bet- 
ter known to his friends, has succeeded 
in keeping out of the parent’s sight, burt 
confronts two other dangers from which 
he cannot hide. 

The elder Voss went to Clayton again 
to see the Prosecuting Attorney and 
take steps towards having the marriage 
annulled. According to his wife, the 
bridegroom’s stepmother, Voss declares 
he also will ask the Probate Court to 
investigate Clarence’s sanity and have 
him adjudged incapable of caring for 
himsel?. 

Suggests Adoption for Boy. 

“That woman and Clarence made a 
mistake at Clayton and got into the 
wrong office,’’ the stepmother said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at her home, 1117

“When we discovered it was the moth- 
er we determined to do all we could 
to break the matter off. I fully helieve 
Mr. Voss will try to have Clarence’s 
sanity investigated. 

“When he was 12 years old he was 
injured by a fall from a tree while he 
was attending a boarding school in New 
Jersey, We have often thought that ac- 
cident caused him to do queer things.”’ 

Mrs. Voss said that she and her step- 
son hadn’t gotten along well together. 
She said he developed a marked anti- 
pathy to her several vears ago and has 
never overcome it. She and Clarence’s 
father were married six years ago. 

Bride's Daughter Chagrined., 

Miss Myrtle Schultz, whom her 
mother refers to affectionately «as 
“that black-eyed blond daughter of 
mine,’”” and who by the marriage b.- 
comes the step-daughter of a former 
sweetheart but a few months older than 
she, was chagrined when facts of the 
strange affair became known. 

She pleaded with her mbdther to say 
nothing about it, and threatened to end 
her own life if it became known that 
her mother was her successor in the 
affections of Voss.

For the first time in years the Sunday 
closing law is to be enforced and slot 
machines will be suppressed. 

Back of this startling announcement 
lies the story of Walde P. Hines’ 
revenge. For four years Hines has been 
Sheriff of St. but %n 
that time the lid law has not been en-

forced. 
At Tuesday’s primaries Hines sup- 


ported a candidate for nomination as 
Sheriff to succeed him. This candidate 
vas beaten. It was generally believed 
that the reason for this defeat-was that 
the saloon keepers did not support his 
chosen candidate, bu* worked for an- 
other. 

Thursday he issued a proclamation 
‘that he will enforce the dramshop and 
Sunday closing laws to the letter. 

Advice for Saturday Night. 

Within two hours after the proclama- 
tions had appeared, most of the slot 
machines had been draped in mourning. 
E‘'artenders in all the town’s 18 saloons 
were telling the regular customers they 
would better take something home Sat- 
urday night, if they didn’t want to be 
thirsty Sunday. 

St. Charles is to have its first dry Sun- 
day since the Folk lid was clamped 
down in 1905. 

The Sheriff’s proclamation said: 

To the Saloon Keepers of §8St. 
Charles, Mo.: I have been informed 
that the saloons in St. Charles and 
St. Charles County have been violat- 
ing the law by keeping open on Sun- 
day, and I hereby serve notice on all 
saloon keepers that I will prosecute 
ev ery saloon keeper to the fullest ex- 
tent of the law who violates the law 
by keeping his place of business open 
on Sunday. Take, notice of this or- 
Jer and goverr yourselves accord- 
ingly. 
WALDO P. HINES, Sheriff. 

Prosecutor's Statement. 

The Prosecuting Attorney, after citing 
‘he statutes about Sunday closing and 
slot machines, which are not allowed in 
the same building with saloons, said: 

“Tt trust that such persons, if any, 
who have been guilty, will discontinue 
the same. If they do not, they must ex- 
pect arrest, prosecution and punishment 
and be prepared to expect every conse- 
quence of their offense.”’ 

When the proclamations appeared in 
local newspapers, saloon men gathered 
hastily to discuss them. Some of them 
declared Hines was trying to get re- 
venge for a political defeat the pri- 
maries. 

These declared that letters from Gov. 
Hadley ordering law énforcement in the 
county, to which both proclamations had 
reference, were received before the pri- 
martes and were dragged out at this 
time to add strength to the declaration 
for law enforcement. 

In Hadley’s letters the Governor said 
he had been informed the bars were 
open on Sunday and that slot machines 
and crap games were running openly. 

Hines took an active part in the re- 
cent primary. He advocated the can- 
didacy of his deputy, John Grothe, for 
the Republican nomination for Sheriff. 
Grothe was defeated by John H. Dierk- 
er, who was Hines’ predecessor in the

Just as Michael Murphy was in the

The wagon belonged to the Athletic 
Tea and Coffee Co., and was driven 
earlier in the day by Harry Scalletts, 
an employe of the company. Scalleétts 
left the wagon standing at High and 
Wash streets, and Murphy came along, 
saw a chance to exercise his talent for 
salesmanship, and drove the rig away. 

Chinaware Thrown In, 

He guided the horse to Twenty-secon‘l 
street and then commenced a house- 
to-house canvass, offering coffee at 
prices never before heard of, and 
throwing in pitchers, salt cellars and 
chinaware liberally. 

“We're just introducing our coffee, 
ma’am,” he told one housewife after an- 
other, “and for this day only I'll give 
you three $1 packages for ™ cents, and 
throw in a handsome premium.” 

The women bought and called their 
neighbors, and Murphy soon found the 
wagon surrounded. When Patrolman 
Wand, who had been .told to look out 
for the wagon, happened upon Murphy, 
he was busy. 

Women were crowding about him to 
get Mocha and Java and to get china- 
ware that rivaled the hand-painted 
prizes of euchre players. About one- 
half the $90 stock which had been in 
the wagon was gone, but only $4.25 
was found in Murphy’s possesSion. Mrs. 
Sam Lieberman of 2200 Biddle street, one 
of the purchasers of the bargain cof- 
fee, gave her name to the patrolman 
as a witness.

BOCHUM, Germany, Aug. §.—A min- 
ing disaster which imperiled the lives of 
650 pit men occurred at the Loraine pit 
fn the vicinity of the village of Gerthe 
today. Many of the imprisoned men 
were rescued but at a late hour this 
evening it was feared that more than 
300 had been killed. 

Forty bodies had been recovered 
and the rescue parties were unable to 
enter the gallery in which the fire damp 
explosion occurred, where it was be- 
leved from 50 to 100 men were still 
entombed and had almost certainly per- 
ished. 

A large number of those rescued were 
suffering from severe injuries and it 
ig expected that many of them cannot 
recover.

The Essen machine, severely jolted 
by the first returns in the St. Louts 
County Republican primaries, got an- 
Other shock Thursday, when returns 
from the Second Legislative District 
of the county indicated that Sam D. 
Hodgdon had won a nomination for 
the Assembly by & votes over Floyd D. 
Brooks. Hodgdon has been an anti- 
Essen leader. 

George A. Bode’s nomination for Sher- 
iff over Essen’s candidate, Albert Au- 
tenreith, was clearly indicated by the re- 
turns in the hands of the County Court. 
The defeat of John Alt by William Buer- 
mann for County Court judgeship was 
another serious loss to the Essen forces. 

Essen s victories were mostly in cases 
where no doubt as to the result had been 
felt. He succeeded in “putting over’ 
Herman Hackman for Assessor, against 
{Sheriff John Grueninger Jr., Joseph 
C McAtee over Howard Butler for the 
Legislature in the First District, Wil- 
liam Elbring over Edgar Rapp for Sur- 
veyor, and Louis H. Bopp, an under- 
taker, over Dr. R. B. Denny for Cor- 
oner. Senator A. E. L. Gardner, Es- 
sen’s chief ally, won the renomination to 
the Senate over Buel L Matthews. 
A. H. Werremeyer will have to go on 
dispensing justice and marrying roman- 
tic young persons for another two years. 
He was supposed to be the Essen can- 
didate for constabl* of Central Town- 
ship, but Harry Wengler showed a ma- 
jerity of 157 votes, and Werremeyer is 
now composing a poem in which the 
words, ‘‘boss", and “‘double-cross”’ wil] 
be rhymed.

The Progressive party, believing that 
no people can justly claim to be a true 
democracy which denies political rights 
on account of sex, pledges itself to 
the task of securing equal suffrage to 
men and women alike. 


Corrupt Practices, 


We pledge our party to legislation 
that will compel strict limitation of all 
campaign contributions and _ expendi- 


fore, as well as after, primaries and 
elections. 
Publicity and Public 

We pledge our party to legislation 
compelling the registration of lobby- 
ists; publicity of committee hearings, 
except on foreign affairs, and record- 
ing of all votes in committee; and for- 
bidding Federal appointees from holding 
office in state or national political or- 
ganizations or taking part as officers 
or delegates in politcal conditions for 
the nomination of elective, state or na- 
tional officers. 

The Courts, 

The Progressive party demands such 
restriction of the courts as shall leave 
to the people the ultimate authority 
to determine fundamental questions of 
social welfare and public policy. To 
secure this end it pledges itself to pro- 
vide: 

1. That when an act, passed under the 
police power of the State, is held uncon- 
stitutional under the State Constitution 
by the courts, the people, after an am- 
ple interval for deliberation, shall have 
an opportunity to vote on the question 
whether they desire the act to become 
law, notwithstanding such decision. 

2. That every decision of the highest 
appellate court of state declaring an 
act of the Legislature unconstitutional 
on the ground of its violation of the 
Federal Constitution, shall be subject to 
the same review by the Supreme Court 
of the United States as is now accorded 
to decisions sustaining such legislation. 


Administration of Justice. 


The Progressive party, in order to se- 
cure to the people a better administra- 
tion of justice and by that means to 
bring about a more general respect for 
the law and the courts, pledges itself 
to work unceasingly for the reform of 
legal procedure and judicial methods. 

We believe that the issuance of in- 
junctions in cases arising out of labor 
disputes should be prohibited when such 
injunctions would not apply when no 
labor disputes existed. We also believe 
that a person cited for contempt in 
labor cases, except when such contempt 
was committed in the actual presence 
of the court, or so near there as to in- 
terfere with the proper administration 
of justice, he should have a right to 
trial by jury. 

Social and Industrial Justice. 

The supreme duty of the nation is the 
conservation of human resources, 
through an enlarged measure of ;social 
and industrial justice. We pledge our- 
serves to work unceasingly in state and 
nation for: 

Effective legislation looking to the 
prevention of industrial disasters, occu- 
pational disease, overwork, involuntary 
employment and other injurious effects 
incident to modern industry. 

The fixing of modern safety and health 
standards for the various occupations 
and the exercise of the aoe authority 
of state and nation, including the Fed- 
eral control over interstate commerce 
and the taxing power to maintain such 
standards. 

The prohibition of child labor: mini- 
mum wage standards for workingworm- 
en, to provide a “living wage” in all 
industrial occupations. 

The general prohibition of night work 
for women and the establishment of an 
eight-hour day for women and young 
persons.

that control by sharing with the public 
the fruits thereof. 

We therefore demand a strong nation- 
al regulation of interstate corporations. 
The corporation is an essential part of 
modern business. The concentration of 
modern business in some degree is both 
inevitable and necessary for national 
and international business efficiency. 
But. the existing concentration of vast 
wealth under a corporate system, un- 
guarded and uncontrolled by the na- 
tion, has placed in the hands of a few 
men enormous, secret, irresponsible 
power over the daily life of the citizen 
—a power insufferable in a free gov- 
ernment and certain of abuse. 

This power has been abused in monop- 
oly of national resources, in stock wa- 
tering, in unfair competition and unfair 
privileges, and finally in sinister influ- 
ences on the public agencies of state 


jand nation. We do not fear commercial 


power, but we insist that it shall be 
exercised openly, under publicity, super- 
vision and regulation of the most effi- 
cient sort, which will preserve its good 
vo ag eradicating and preventing its 
evils. 

To that end we urge the establish- 
ment of a strong Federal administrative 
commission of high standing, which shall 
maintain permanent active supervision 
over industrial corporations engaged in 
interstate commerce, or such of them 
as are of public importance, .doing for 
them what the Government now does for 
the national banks, and what is now 
done for the railroads by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Such a commis- 
sion must enforce the complete pub- 
licity of those corporate transactions 
which are of public interest; must at- 
tack unfair competition, false capitali- 
zation and special privilege, and by con- 
tinuous trained watchfulness, ard and 
keep open equally to all the highways 
of American commerce. Thus the busi- 
ness man will have certain knowledge of 
the law, and will be able to conduct his 
business easily and in conformity there- 
with; the investor will find security for 
his capital; dividends will be rendered 
more certain, and the savings of the 
people will be drawn naturally and 
safely into the channels of trade. 

Under such a system of constructive 
regulations, legitimate business, freed 
from confusfon, uncertainty and fruit- 
less litigation, will develop normally in 
response to the energy and enterprise 
of the American business man. 


Patents, 


We pledge ourselves to the enactment 
of a patent law which will make it 
impossible for patents to be suppressed 
or used against the public welfare in 
the interest of injurious manopolies. 

Interstate Commerce Commission. 

We pledge our party to secure to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission the 
power to value the physical property of 
railroads. In order that the power of 
the commission to protect the people 
may not be impaired or destroyed, we 
demand the abolition of the Commerce 
Court. 

Currency. 


We believe there exists imperative 
need for prompt legislation for the im- 
provement of our national currency 
system. We believe the present meth- 
od of issuing notes through private 
agencies is harmful and unscientific.

We believe in the protective tariff 
. which shall equalize conditions of com- 
petition between the United States and 
foreign countries, both for the farmer 
and the manufacturer, which shall main- 
tain for labor an adequate standard of 
living.

= IMPEACHMENT OF 
HARRIMAN IS NOT 
ALLOWED AT TRIAL 


Court Sustains Darrow Lawyer, 
Who Then Tries in Vain 
to Question Witness. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 8.—Judge 
Hutton today sustained the objection of 
the defense to the question asked E. A. 
Cantrell yesterday tending to impeach 
Job Harriman in the bribery trial of 
Clarence S. Darrow. } 

The Court ruled that the question, 
which related to Harriman’s alleged con- 
nection with the Los Angeles Times 
dynamiters, purported to impeach Har- 
rim@n in a collateral matter and there- 
fore was improper. 

Notwithstanding the ruling, Rogers, 
chief counsel of the defense, on the 
ground that he had advertently an- 
swered the question in the affirmative 
yesterday, asked that the defense be 
permitted tO cross-examine Cantrell. 
Rogers withdrew the original objection, 
which had precipitated the long argu- 
ment, but District Attorney Fredericks 
met this move by withdrawing the ques- 
tion, leaving nothing before’ the 
Court, but a desire of the defense to 
cross-examine Cantrell. Judge Hutton 
ordered Cantrell excused.

CHILDREN’S HOSPIT AL WARD 
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MLE HAPPY 
THOUGH THEY ARE 
IN TOYLESS LAND 


Playthings Taken Away in Their 
Special Ward at the City 
Hospital. 
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One ward in St. Louis took no interest 
in the primary election. Returns in- 
dicate that not a vote was cast in this 
ward for any candidate, the stated rea- 
son being that there is not-a qualified 
voter there. “ 

It is Ward K 30, recently set apart 
for the exclusive use of children at the 
city hospital. Supt. Smith is proud of 
K 30. He says there is no ward like it 
in any other public or private institu- 
tion in St. Louis. And it is soon to be 
still further improved. 

To make up for the loss of their toys, 
which were banished for sanitary rea- 
sons, the children within the next week 
will have’ a complete kindergarten out- 
fit with which to amuse themselves. 

All Comforts Provided. 

Every comfort and convenience is pro- 
vided in this new children’s ward. The 
room has southern, western and eastern 
exposure, 14 windows and a large 
screened porch for the children to play 
on. A sun room also will be added be- 
fore the snow flies. 

Some of the children were taken to 
the hospital as patients. Others were 
born there. In July there were 32 birth: 
at the hospital, five of the babies ar- 
riving between 9:15 p. m. July 29 and 
8:55 a. m. July 30. 

There are now about 20 babies in ths 
ward, their ages ranging from 3 weeks 
to 5 years. 

Every scientific precnutinn is taken 
to restore or assure the health of. the 
children. Their food is prepared in a 
special dietary kitchen. Modified milk 
and barley water for the younger chil- 
dren are compounded under the direc- 
tion of scientists, each child's food be- 
ing adapted to its special needs. 

Babies Weighed Daily. 

Weighing the babies is part of the 
daily routine of the ward. Accurate 
schedules are kept to show whether 
they improve or retrograde on the diet 
provided. Some of the babies are gain- 
ing more than a pound a week under 
this scientific feeding system. When 
first put on the diet they all lose 
weight for two or three days. After 
that there is a steady gain in most 
cases. 

Before being taken into the ward each 
child is kept for, 86 hours in a detention 
room, where bacteriological examina- 
tions are made to find whether it has 
any contagious disease. 

Kindergarten tables and chairs have 
already been installed in the ward, and 
the older children are permitted to romp 
about at will They play ring games 
and sing. 

Reconciled to Loss of Toys. 

When the. kindergarten is complete 
there will be instructors to show the 
children how to play systematically as 
they do in the public school kinder- 
gartens. 
The children have become reconciled 
to the loss of their toys which were 
taken from them a week ago. The hos- 
pital physicians feared that dangerous 
germs might lurk in Teddy bears and 
dolls and that the.children’s habit of 
passing their toys from one to the 
other might spread infection.

Scratch Other Names, but Fail 
to Write In His as Commit- 
teemtan. 





William. Buck of 3934 Russell avenue, 
president of the Monarch Construction 
Co., discovered Thursday the secret of 


his defeat for Democratic City Central 
Committeeman of the Thirteenth Ward 
in Tuesday’s primary election, although 
he got most of the votes. 

Buck was also one of the three candi- 
dates for the three legislative nomina- 
tions in the First District. Herman W. 
F'ay, who has been committeeman for 
several years, decided not to stand for 
re-election and induced Buck and Jesse 
Lukenbill to enter the race against each 
other to succeed him. 

The First legislative district is Re- 
publican by more than 8000. Fay 
trudged over the ward for several days 
trying to find some Democrat willing to 
stand for the slaughter, and finally in- 
duced Buck to consent to have his name 
printed on the ticket as one of the three 
candidates. He had no opposition, as 
no Democrat would care to make a fight 
for such an empty honor. 

Friends Are Puzzled. 

Buck’s friends worked hard for him 
for Central Committeeman, however. 
|\They were greatly puzzled when the 
election returns showed that he had re- 
ceived but 211 votes to 595 for Luken- 
bill. 

The secret of his defeat for Central 
Committeeman, however, was disclosed 
when the returns for the legislative 
candidates came in. These returns 
showed that Buck had received 362 more 
votes than the two other candidates for 
the Legislature. Buck’s total vote in the 
district was 5898,-and that for the two 
other candidates was 5536. 

Although it was printed over the 
names of the legislative candidates that 
three were to be voted for as nominees 
for Representative, the returns showed 
that 362 of Buck’s friends had scratched 
the names of his féllow-candidates for 
the Legislature, thinking they were thus 
voting for him for Central Committee- 
man. 

It was necessary to write the name of 
the candidate for Central Committee- 
man at the bottom of the ballot used 
by each voter, and this they failed to 
do. 


Had Cards Printed. 

Buck had cards printed directing 
the voters how to write his name on 
the ticket for Central Committee- 
man. One of his business friends met 
him Thursday and asked him this 
question, which opened Buck’s eyes 
to the secret of his defeat: 

“Why was it, Buck, that you went 
to the expense o* having those cards 
printed and. distributed directing 
voters* to write your name on the 
ticket for Central Committeeman? I 
found your name: printed on my bal- 
lot and I scratched off the names 
of your awe opponents,”

ablest, clearest, sanest statement of high public 
purpose this country has known in a generation. 

Without passion, without invective, without 
abuse, without partisan bitterness, without de- 
nunciation, without egotism, without demagogy, 
he has driven straight to the heart of the supreme 
issue of American institutions—the partnership 
between Government and Privilege. 

Every great conflict within the lifetime of the 
republic has hinged upon this one question. Every 
great reform marking a milestone in the political 
progress of the American people has forced the 


_ dissolution of such a partnership.

Federalism was destroyed under the leadership 
of Jefferson because federalism had become a 
partnership between the Government and a small 
class of property owners. 

The Democratic party swept into power under 

Jackson because the Government had entered into 
partnership with the United States Bank and its 
financial allies.

The same vicious system is 
responsible for the trusts and for all the evils 
that they represent. “The trusts ao not belong 
to the period of infant industries.” -On the con- 
trary, “they belong to a very recent and very 
sophisticated age when men knew what they 
wanted and knew how to get it by the favor of 
Government.” 

The same vicious system is responsible for the 
so-called money power, for “the vast confedera- 
cles’ of banks, and railroads, and express com- 
panies, and insurance companies, and manufactur- 
ing companies, all banded together by small and 
closely related boards of directors. 

“There is nothing illegal about these confed- 
eracies,”” which are now “part of our problem.” 

They have never wanted anythirg from the 
Government except immunity from interference, 
and they know how to get that. 

And so the story runs. There is not a vital 
issue confronting the country that does not go 
back to the alliance between Government and 
Privilege. There is not an issue, however com- 
plicated, that cannot be settled by what Gov. 
Wilson calls the “rule of justice and right.’

“To promote the 
general welfare” by keeping the door of oppor- 
tunity open to all. ‘“‘The republic is opportunity,”’ 
said Garfield. When it ceases to be opportunity 
we shall no longer have a republic. 

It is the high mission of Woodrow Wilson to be 
the leader of the American people in this con- 
test to regain possession of their own institu- 
tions.

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THE COLONEL’S SECONDS. 

Easily the human-interest feature of Col. Bull 
Roose’s nomination yesterday was the variety of 
seconding. The Colonel (who, of course, did the 
primary nominating himself) was seconded by a 
herd of spelibinders, including a one-armed man, 
and Miss Jane Addams, a tall man and a short 
man, an ex-Federal office holder, an old rebel 
soldier (but reconstructed, of course), a legless 
man, unreconstructed, and a man with a cork 
leg. Whenever the band’s breath gave out,. an 
orator, just anybody with a brave heart, 
“obliged.” They all spokp well of the Colonel—or, 
at least, as well as they could. 

But at that the indorsement was not quite con- 
vincing. To maké it broader and more general, 
and still more various, the Colonel ought, if 
possible, to have brought in upon the platform 
the policeman on the beat, and the fruit vender, 
and the first passing Chinese laundryman, and an 
old sailor or two. Also it was a fatal error not 
to have a seconding speech from Jack Abernathy 
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aging presumption. Also the Colonel ought to 
have brought some letters of reference from peo- 
ple who knew him, and certificates of good char- 
acter from old Dr. Lyman Abbott and the family 
physician, old Doc Lambert. 
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The Democratic vote in the city primaries does 
not indicate that St. Louis Democrats are awake 
to Democratic opportunity.

There is about as much potentiality for 
evil, or for good, in the vice-presidential nomi- 
nation of the Bull Roose party as there used to be 
in the vice-presidency of the Pickwick Club or 
the Mudfog Association, which deliberative bodies 
the Chicago convention has strikingly resembled 
in all of its proceedings down to the very last 
thing—and we speak in no disrespect of Johnson.

The second death means the eternal separation 
of man from God, “This is the second death, even 
the lake of fite. And if any was not found written 
in the book of life, he was cast into the lake of 
fire.” “They shall be tormented day and night 
unto the eges of ages,”(—Rev. 20; 10, 14, 15. 
Rv.) “Who shall suffer punishment, even eternal 
destruction from the face of the Lord.”—(JII Thes- 
salonians 1, . Rv.) 

A man’s soul does not become extinct at death 
for they that kill the body are not able to kill 
the soul.—Matthew 10, 28. Rv.) Christ makes this 
plain statement: Now there was a certain rich 
man, * * ®* he died *© © *® gnd in Hades he 
lifted up his eyes, being in torment * * ®* this 
Place of torment.—(Luke 16, 19-31, Rv.) 

Mr. Russell and many others call this a parable 
in order to evade its force, but the Lord doesn’t 
even intimate that it is a parable. The language 
shows that it is the plain declaration of an abso- 
lute fact. ‘There was a certain rich man * @ ® 
this place.” 

The Lord links physical death and spiritual 
death in Matthew 8, 22 (Rv.): “Jesus saith unto 
him, Follow me, and leave the dead to bury their 
own dead.” 

Would like to add much more, but will conclude 
with one more reference to the lake of fire: “He 
also shall drink of the wine of the wrath of God, 
which is mingled unmixed in the cup of His anger; 
and he shall be tormented with fire and brim- 
stone in the presence of the holy angels, and in 
the presence of the Lamb; and the smoke of this 
torment goeth up unto the ages of the ages; and 
they have no rest day and night.”—(Re-. 14, 10, 11, 
Rv.) Also read Matthew 25, 41; Rev. 19, 20, 10.
